NO USE INJTEE WOELD. 


One ol'ten hears puople of active energies 


and largo pcisonality complain ot tlie want of 
snflieieiit human interest in tlieir lives; of the 
nsclessiiess of tlieir days, and the desire that 
they have to do sometliing of value in tlie 
world. They say tliat they aie of no good lo 
their uoncrat ion—that they are mere weeds, 
cninueiiiig the ground and bringing forth no 
fruits worthy of tlie hai vesting. Now this use- 
lessness is just what no one need feel, so fai 
as his own life ia concerned; for in point of 
fact no one is really useless, just as no one is 
really isolated. 
Tlie life of each man and 


woman, no matter of what class or calibre, 
points a moial either foi imitation or avoid- 
ance, and is influential over some one. 
Om>- 


porsonality has influence; our habits, or mcdes 
of thought, our fashion of dress, our metbod of 
speech, each circiimsiance of our individuality, 
makes its mark, and either repels by the dis- 
taste or attracts by the admiration which it in- 
spires; and there is no one so small and insig- 
nificant, as to be destiUite of the power of stir- 
ring, to some extent, the woild in which he 
lives. 


Take the question of temper, to begin witli; 


fur, indeed, this is one of the most important 
of all, and makes or mars more happiness than 
any other quantity that can be named. How 
much influence is there not iu one of those 
t...'.vi.^, iiAtnt^'u/unoito'** iieie ttiey do notexist, 
nor meets them half-way when they do. \Vheie 
others might be inclined to liet peevishly over 
this petty annoyance and that small trial, the 
good-tempered peison makes light of the one, 
and bears with patience what cannot be denied 
of tho oil cr. Is the dinner late, and found to 
be badly cooked when it is served ? good tem- 
per makes kindly excuses for the one, and 
covers down the more glanng evidences of the 
othei : Really this is not so bad—a little pinch 
of salt and a slight sprinkling of peppei makn 
it quite pleasant, and though the meat is tough 
tlie gravy is excellent. It exerts itself, too, to 
amuse—tells its best anecdotes, launches into 
its luuliest chat, to divert attention and give 
other causes for thought; and so lead the rest 
over the bad half-hour which else would have 
thrown every one out of gear, and makes the 
best of all that was less than good. The ill- 
tempered one of the party, on the contra! y, 
makes bad worse by giuuibling all through the 
meal at everything alike, depressing the spirits 
of its companions, fretting and flurrying the 
servants, and giving body and consistency to 
what else might have passed otfiu vague dissat- 
isfaction. 
The influence of each kind is unde- 


niable and irresistible. A cheeiful temper in a 
house is like perpetual sunshine, gladdening 
and enlivening every one, in the presence of 
which you forget your troubles and would be 
ashamed to remember your annoyances; but 
a bad temper spoils everything. Offence taken 
at airy nothings, impatience under unavoida- 
ble worries, small things made into great ones 
by the magnifying powers of suspicion, •ullen- 
nets, initability, ill-luinior—who can say that 
this has no Influence? Ton uiijht as well 
deny the stinging power of a midge or the pen- 
etrating quality of dust, as deny the depressing 
effect of ill-humor wherever it is found, and tbe 
corresponding good influence of sweet temper. 
Also the imitation of either the one or the 
other, as it may chance which rules, is sure to 
break out iu tbe younger and weaker of the 
family. " To be as good-teiupered as Cany " 
comes to be the murk at which the others aim ; 
but wheu Lotii is cross and sets all the world 
tunning to serve her, why should Flora be 
biight, 10 go unrewarded ? 


Is there no influence to be found in the man- 


ner in which sickness Is borne ? in which trou- 
bles of a grave kind are met ? Look at that 
sweet patient woman lying disabled aud in 
pain, unable to do anything to actively help 
her generation, and forced to accept minister- 
ing instead of giving care. Well, by the out- 
side look of things one would say that her 
life has no kind of influence on her generation, 
and that her work is done. Not a bit of it. 
She has, peihaps, more power now than she 
had when her feet were as active as her hands, 
and her head as busy with schemes for practi- 
cal well-doing as her heart was large and her 
soul tendei. Her cheerfulness under suflering, 
her unselfishness iu her illness, her resignation 
to her lot, her ready sympathy for others, and 
t!:» still vital energy of her love—the very 
sweetness and beauty with which she surrounds 
herself, and that not depending on money, for 
a handful of wild flowers can cive as much 
beauty in its own way as a basketful of hot- 
house exotics—all am'the letters with which 
she writes her lessons on the minds and na- 
tures uf those who know her; all are the texts 
on which she preaches her voiceless sermons 
foi the benefit of her friends and those who 
know her. 
Lost her influence? no, she has 


only changed the form of it; the thing re- 
mains as strong and living as ever. 
Who 


knows how many peevish complaints of minor 
maladies, of small misfortunes, one lesson so 
beautiful as this has stopped? who knows 
how many weak aud wayward souls tbe en- 
nobling influence of such a saintly picture has 
cheered and sustained 1 Martyrs are not made 
only by lire and cord, by the wild beasts of the 
arena, or the torture chambers of the Inquisi- 
tion; life makes as many as man, circum- 
stances is as tyrannous as bigotry ; and just as 
the spectacle of the strong men who suffered 
gladly and the weak women who suffered pa- 
tienlly-~of the heroism that endured without 
complaint, the steadfastness that met its fate 
without shrinking—has built up the godliness 
of the world on a foundation that can never be 
shaken, so does the spectacle of a brave, sweet 
sufferer, enduring her pain cheerfully and her 
privations without lamentations, build up tbe 
nobleness of her friends and associates, and In- 
fluence for all time the world in which she has 
her lovely being. 


Have habits no influence ? Does not that 


orderly and methodical housewife, who makes 
a religion of her duties which she fulfils with 
zeal and conscience, influence her children, her 
seivants, her friend* ? Surely ! Just as that 
wasteful and extravagant woman influence hers 
the other way—the one for good, the other for 


evil. The mistress of a house and mother of a 
family woo is not afraid of trouble, and under- 
stand the importance of responsibility; wbo 
knows how to bit the golden mean between 
generous management and thriftless waste 
kindness and lax discipline; who is orderly 
but not formal, methodical and not automatic 
lias an influence on her circle the extent of 
which she herself cannot calculate. So has 
that last and frivolous wife, lo whom pleasure 
is as the breath of her nostrils, her fine clothi-s 
dearer than her children, and of all sorrow 
work and duty the most sorrowful. How 
many young minds has she not warped by her 
pernicious example, so brilliant in its setlinc 
aud so seductive in its lines. It is so bard to 
work, so pleasant to play. And why, if Mrs 
i lye bura, who is experienced, leaves everv- 
Jhmg to her servants, may not yoiiim Mrs 
tour fetars, who is just beginning life, follow 
suit, and make the same attractive ruin of all 
the nobler lessons as this other has made be- 
fote berr- Has a bold and slangy, loud-talking 
and disobedient girl no influence over her com- 
rades .' 
.there would be no need else for 


motlieis'io be anxious about the schools and 
companions 
to which 
they consign 
their 


daughtcis. If a good, pure, and modest girl, 
holding 11, her sweet personality the germs of' 
a future Sue aud capable womanaood ; who 
neither flirts no idles, neither talks slane nor 
affects improper subjects; who flods no pleas- 
ure in silly little int;igues,and abhors all de- 
grading In tie falsehoods ; who believes in duty 
and acts as she believes—if such a girl as this 
is the friend par excellence which every wisu 
mother desires her child to make, so, on the 
other daiid, is the bold and idle, thriftless and 
undutiful girl the one whom she would wish to 
be avoided. Only because of the power of iu- 
liuence. We do not banish ugly people whose 
ugliness we cannot catch; but moral deformity 
is so far worse than physical plainness, In that 
it can be imitated, and often is caught, like dis- 
ease, by contact. 


Go from generalities in details. Take the 


early riser of a household ; the industrious em- 
ployer of odd corners of lime; the neat-handed 
arrayer of disorderly rooms; the one with eyes 
open to dirt and strict ideas as to the value of 
cleanliness ; the one who understands how 
time goes, and thinks that punctuality is a 
liptnely, everjr-day, but nevertheless important 
virtue; the believer in personal care and the 
value of such beauty as can be had through 
that care, supplemented 
by adornment and 


graceful fashions; the one who wishes to know 
things accurately, aud is not content witli a 
footprint.in the sand which the next wavelet 
of thought will eflaee forever-take all these, 
and then ask ifanyoneis insignificant as not 
to influence by bis or her personality the world 
m which his lot is cast.

Sunday was one of the most exciting days 


we have had in lids city since the war. 
The 


news from Pittsburg, showing that our troops 
were confined in the round house (.11 the Penn- 
sylvania Uailroud at Pittsburg, besieged on all 
sides by an infuriated mob of from fifteen to 
twenty thousand -strikers, and that during the 
fight thi! rioters fired the adjoining buildings 
and started a burning oil train down a branch 
railroad directly into tho round house, driving 
our men out of their improvised fort directly 
into the maddened multitude, and this, too, at 
a time when (hey had run out of ammunition. 
The soldiers were immediately set rrpou by the 
mob, anil being unable to defend themselves, 
were driven for seven miles into the open 
country, there being a continuous fire kept up 
all the way,and the militia powerless, for want of 
ammunition, to leturn it. 
On Saturday the. 


reports indicated Unit all the Philadelphia mi- 
litia, weie scattered nt various points between 
Pitlsburg arid llanlsburg, while the Iron City 
was left to the mercy of [he strikers, Lhe only 
hope being in tlio fact that ihe citizens Bad be- 
v-un.v, ^iui oieu lui ujeir own saiety,' and Alter 
having sympathised with the workingmen, were 
arming against them, well knowing that Lhe 
rioter's wero getting beyond control. 


The news of lire burning of the Ui>iou De- 


pot, at Pittsburg, and the firing of trains, to- 
gether with accounts of unliuiiled pillage, came 
in about the same Lime and added to the general 
feeling of uneasiness. During all these long 
anxious hours the West Philadelphia Depot of 
the Pennsylvania Kailroad was surionnded by 
an immense mullitude ui' citi/.ens. some dr;iwn 
tliere bycurioa'ity. otliers by anxiety, and the 
rest by a desire for conflict wilh Hie authorities. 
Overlive hundred policemen, fully armed, were, 
during Sunday and this morning, despatched 
to the scene, and the few military still remain- 
ing in Ihe city were also piesent, though not in 
uniform. 
The 
reports from Pittsburgh Ibis 


morning showed 'haL six Philadelphia soldiers 
had been killed, a'rd sixteen wounded, in the 
twenty-four hour-)' fight; and 
twenty-seven 


cili/.ens of Pittsburgh had been killed, and 
twenty-six wounded in the same battle. 


The discrepancy in favor ot the militia seem- 


ed to heat tho bad blood of the rioters in WesL 
Philadelphia, and when, at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing, Col. Scott attempted to start out Iho trains, 
he found the mullitude so fiercely demonstra- 
tive, that lie was compelled to give up the at- 
tempt. 
An houi later the mob fired an oil train 


at South Street.liridge, anil one of Lhe tanks 
exploded, killing and maiming a great many 
persons. AL this writing, the cily is convulsed 
wilh the wildest excitement. All the policemen, 
twelve hundred in number, ore out at Ihe (ire 
and around Ihe depot, whore over 10,000 per- 
sons are gathered, and the streets are crowded 
so completely at tire contra) news points, that 
locomotion either way is impossible. 
Gover- 


nor Ilartranft, who had got as far as Omaha on 
his trip to California, has retunied and called 
upon President IJajes for Lroops, but as the 
regulars are all engaged elsewhere (excepting 
COO men under General Hancock, expected this 
afternoon) it is believed that the President will 
be compelled to issue a proclamation declaring 
the State of Pennsylvania in insurrection, and 
calling for volunteers to surpress it. For the 
last ten hours no word has been received from 
the now detached bodies of mililia which re- 
treated from Pittsburg, anil it is supposed they 
are scattered through tho country, trying to 
make their way home as swiftly as circum- 
slanccs will permit. 
They arc needed here 


now, for before night the city may' be in the 
hands of a mob; certain it is that if the rioters 
make such an attempt, they will be. successful. 


One of the wor»t phases of Hie trouble is the 


fact that western shipments being stopped, the 
markets are so unsettled that no quotations can 
be given, and many merchants will not sell at 
any pric". Flour has advanced considerably, 
and has such a veiy direct upward 
tendency 


that, should the blockade continue; it will com- 
mand fabulous prices. The expected receipts of 
western beeves have not arrived at the meat mar- 
ket, and it is in Ihe same condition; while 
many largo factoi ies, disappointed in not get- 
ting raw material, ordered at the last moment, 
will be. compelled LO close. Thousands of those 
who now congregate in West Philadelphia will 
return home to-night to find the cost of living 
greatly advanced, and the factories In which 
they work closed for want of material to go on 
with.

or three days. 
Most especially about the Erie 


Railroad building on West street, opposite the 
Favonia Ferry House, has the intercsi clustered. 
The men at the New Yoik lermiiii of the va- 
rious lines have made no particularly demon- 
slralive move in the direction of supporting Ihe 
lawless rioters of the Baltimore and Ohio road", 
but it is eer tain that there is an undertone of 
sentimental appreciation here of the war against 
capital, which may at any moment assume the 
shape of foam-crested revolutionary breakers. 
Your correspondent visited the offices in Jersey 
City and Hoboken and the Gram! Central De- 
pot at Forly-secoird street. 
Al ouch place Lhe 


slrike was looked upon as a summer cloud, 
presaging a Ihunder storm Lhal would be rifled 
and dissipaled by the lightning flashes of the 
military. The workingmen. who are evidently 
acquainted in some mys.terious manner wilh 
tbe progiess aud fiilnre details of Ihe move- 
ment, do not think so. If the spread of the re- 
volt should reach fiew York, it would seriously 
embarrass a gigantic city that is more poorly 
equipped for transporting Ihe freight left at its 
doors, than any-in the'world. 


Speaking of the low ei water-side sections of 


the city, suggests Lhe remarkable resolution 
which . Alderman Saner 'introduced into fire 
Board of Aldermen at their last meeting, lie 
proposes lo have all of.New York lhat lies be- 
low Houston street remodelled entirely. Sweep- 
ing U.ulevaids of cxticme widlh aie to join 
with the boulevards thai already ornament the 
upper section of the city. Masnifice nt Utopian 
streets aie to intersect these splendid thorough- 
fares, and produce a general degree of nielropol- 
ilan'glory which shall throw, if it'-s ever real- 
ized, the Baron Huussmann achievements in 
Paris completely into the shade. All the crook- 
ed, narrow streets like Nassau and Pcail—;the 
latter crosses Broadway twice—ate to to be 
wiped off the map. 
Such, is Sauer's scheme 


which is'apythingbutiswect to a community,, 


carrying already upon ils shoulders a debt of 
$"14,060,060. The press is generally down 
ipon the insane project, and make no end of 
un of il. They hint at immense contracts lhal 
jo, iu tho wind somewhere, and allude to ob- 
scure people who would be apt to blaze forth 
asmilllonairc* should the ordinance go through. 
It is now in the hands of a sleepy body of Al- 
dermen, called the Committee pon Streets, ;fthd 
there it will be likely to slumber. Let us tibpe 
so. "Pretty caiving ooiilevards", and right aii- 
;led Philadelphia streets, would be all right, 
but they would rob lower Xew York of an ele- 
ment of picturesquencss which it can illy spare. 
Alderman Sauer, who is creating all this breeze, 
is the proprietor of a lager beer cellar on Broad- 
way, opposite .the post-oflice.

There is a certain class of citizens who .will 


bitterly oppose any increase of the tax list.

The liie raged with unabated fury, and the 
llames kept creeping steadily toward the depot 
At 0 o'clock the large machine shops by Ihe 
tracks between Twenty-sixth and Twcntv- 
seventh streets caught Ihe, and bnrniii" care 
were switched on to the Allegheny Valley rail 
road and sent, down that track In Liberty streel 
setting fire to many of ihe houses. 
Superin- 


tendent Pitcairn's and other cilices of the com- 
pany went next, nnd all the Philadelphia sol- 
diers were driven into the outer round house by 
the fatal crossing. 
At 7:35 the military made 


another desperate sally to escape. They former 
in solid column arid came out through tire him 
her yard, and went down Twenty-fifth street to 
Liberty with a Galling gun in front. The} 
made for the Allegheny Arsenal. After they had 
disappeared some tan soldiers, supposed to be 
deseiteis, were seen going along the Liberty 
street wall waving thuir en pi. 


It is known that several ofthe soldiers were 


killed in the round house dimns the night and 
many wounded. Twelve are known to have 
been' killed, and it is feared that ninny more 
stayed iu 
the building and were 
destrojed 


by the llames. Eight hundred soldiers went in 
there last night, and liie number who b.ive es- 
caped the fire and the mob is positively stated 
at only 000. 
With a Gatii.rg gun before them 


the surviving Philadelphia marched through 
ffSiiy (Hirs'i'ieli 'rj'y"'il!at'iTei1 tlWt''rf>'S$"'R>nnT(ialjle. 
Tbesoldiers were short of ammunition and so 
fired but little. They were refused admission 
lotheAisenal, and continued theirictreal. The 
rioters then numbering about G,000. 


When these regiments left the Union Depot, 


last night, they had no itUions with thorn, and 
frequent!}- along IJenn avenue they cried to llitt 
people standing in the doois and wiurtows for 
bread and water. Their suffering was intense. 
They wero driven through Lnwrenceville. out, 
to Sharpibiirg, six miles up the Allegheny and 
outside tlie city limits, as the rioter-s had sworn. 
Eight soldiers weie killed and several other's 
wounded during this retieat, the infuriated mob 
allowing no one to touch tbe falling bodies save 
some Catholic priests fiom a rectory in tho 
neighborhood. About sixteen more citizens are 
also reported killed this morning. 


At 8:30 the Union- Line Oflice at Twenty- 


seconrl street was burned lo the ground. Mean- 
lime Ihe flames from the two round houses, 
machine shops, and cars became magnificent 
and appalling. One hundred and twenty-five 
locomotives were burned, valued at three mil- 
lions of dollars, and Ihe loss on the buildings 
increases that loss to $4,000,000. All the morn- 
ing the freight cars between the Union Depot 
and the fire were being broken open by the 
plunderers, and hams, sewing machines, boots, 
meats, tobacco iu every form, and every article 
of merchantable ware were removed and carried 
boldly through the slreets to homes, or' auc- 
tioned to the highest bidder. 


Tliere is a heavy grade leading down into the 


Union Depot, about 230 yards long. As the fire 
approached the'cresl of Ibis grade, at abrjut 1-!, 
P. M., burning cars weiesent tbumleting'down 
toward the hotel. Most of them were turned 
into sidings so that they did nol enter the de- 
pot ; but soon the passenger cars standing near 
tbe dispatcher's office, at the outer end of the 
depot, caught fire, and at 3 o'clock the depot it- 
self was in a blaze. 
The yard anrl traeks were 


filled with a compact, dense mob of pilferers, 
who where beaten,back from the burning cars 
only by the rapidly advancing flames. Women 
and children were there by thousands,- carrying 
offallthey could. Some of them took flour 
barrels and rolled ihem inlo lire tunnel of Ihe 
Pan handle road for safe keeping lill.they could 
be carted off. 
Fifty thousand people thronged 


the hillside above the depot and tracks, 
" Tlio excitement in every part of Ihe city knows 
no bounds. In Liberty street, about twelve 
buildings are on fire, and in the neighborhood 
of Twenty-eighth street the flames are spread- 
ing toward Ihe Allegheny rapidly. Hundreds 
of families in the section of the city between 
the railroad trucks and Ihe Allegheny, throe 
squares, and the Eleventh street Union Depot 
and Thirty-second slreet, spent the afternoon 
in moving I heir mftt valuable effects out ofthe 
city. At. ;}J llie Union Depot Hotel caiiglu fire 
and was destroyed, 
During the burning of tbe 


depot more lhan tvdozen terrific explosions oc- 
curred, but whether' from powder secreted there 
by the mob, 01 from the contents of the cars, 
or the ammunition of soldiers, is. not known. 
At 4 o'clock the Rush House, opposite the de- 
pot, on Liberty street, caught fire. The Fire 
Department worked all tbe afternoon to keep 
the fire from catching the Rush House block, as 
it will burn very rapidly and is directly contig- 
uous to the whole lower part of (he city, while 
the depot is, * was, more by itself. Three 
thousand five hundred ears, all told, have been 
destroyed, the value of which, with their con- 
tents, is variously estimated from four to eight 
million of dollars. 


At 12J P. M., a mass meeting of citizens was 


called, and a committee of five, consisting of 
Bishop Twigg, James D.Bennett, the Pwev. Dr. 
Scoville, James P. Barr, and Dr. Donnelly, ap- 
pointed in accordance with the following reso- 
lutions : 


Jtesolveil, that a committee bo appointee} to confer 
with the State, county and city authorities, and R|HO 
the em'ployee.H, workingmen and the Pennsylvan ia 
Railroad officials, to secure the pi-oteetion of prop- 
erty from wanton destruction, and an arrangement 
of tho Uiflicjulties- between tbe railroad company and 
tho striking employees, 
Resolved, Thatin making tilts ofTopt wo pledge qiu- 
faith to the workingmen that we have no purpose to 
facillato the introduction of an armed forac, but 
look solely to tho protection of the rights ami inter* 
osts of all by amic able means, 


At i>f the large grain elevator looking toward 


the cily from the depot across an open square 
caught fire, and before 4\ it became evident 
that the Fire Department wore, powerless to 
save it, and stream!! were plied upon the neigh- 
boring private buildings. From the crest of 
Lhe bill behind the depot a, continuous line of 
:ire, flame, mouldcrins nups, and smoke ex- 
ended along ihe tracks a distance of three 
miles. The mob was still triumphant,and not 
a drop of water has been .allowed tone thrown 
ipon (he coinpitny's property, the scene? 


•ere terrific. Many of the stores burned naar 
:ie depot contained grog and wbiskoy, from 
which barrels were taken, and from which gal- 
ons were distributed. The Atlantic and I'a- 
ific wires have all been cut.

and reaching lo Lhe Mounngahela. At 5 o'clock' 
luildirigs on the side of the hitt cast, and on Ihe 
opposite side of Ihe tracks from tba elevator, 
caught 6ro, and by 5::10 the fire had extended 
i block aud a ball' up Washington slieet, from 
which streel Ihe lire spread both ways on Web- 
ster slreet.

lhal Lhirly persons were killed, moslly sinkers 
and eilizens. The round house, containing 
seventy engines, together with the machine 
shops, was entirely deslroyed by fire. The es- 
timated damage to railroad property is about 
$2,000,000. 


Tbe crisis of Iho railroad slrike in this city, 


as indicalccl in Lhese despalchos on Saturday 
night, was readied yesterday afternoon at 5 
o'clock, when Hie Philadelphia Iroops who had 
been sent here lo suppress Lhe slrikers fired 
upon Ihe crowd. 
The terribly falal eJIecls of 


Ihe shots fired by Ihe Lroops exasperated eili- 
zens as. well as strikers, and iu less lhan an 
hour Lhoiisands erf wotkingmeu from Lhe rolling 
mills, coal mines, and various maniifdcluring 
establishments hurried to the scene ot'lhe con- 
flict, determined Lo have revenge on Ihe Lroops 
aud railway officials. 
IL was stated that tie'ii. 


Pearson, commander of the Sixlh Division of 
he Slate. Guard, had directed Ihe Iroops lo fire 
DC fore any resislance had been made, and ihe 
Tact lhal many of Ihose killed and wounded 
bad gathered on the hillsides merely as specta- 
tors served to increase tbe bitterness of Hie 
crowd. By S o'clock iu Hie evening mobs were 
moving about Hie cily in various, directions, 
sacking stores' to secure arms, breaking into Ihe 
armories of ihe military companies, and pre- 
paring themselves to execute the threats, freely 
expressed, of massacre! ug the eiiUre Philadelphia 
command. 


By this time the military had withdrawn 


From Ihe railroad crossing at Twenty-eight 
street, where Hie first conflict Look place, and 
were ordered to one of the round houses, where 
jhey could find belter protection. About 10 
o'clock in Hie evening a mob, numbering! ser- 
:ral Ihoiisaiids. had congregaled about tbe 
'ound house. 
They had previously captured 


.he guns belonging to llutchinson's Battery, a 
ocal organization, and. they planted ihem so 
js lo command Lhe round house. 
Several solid 


shots were fired at Hie building, and a breach 
made iu Ihe walls; hut when the infuriated 
limb atlempled to rush into the building the 
military were ordered to fire. 
The volley of 


musketry which followed, and the rumor lhat 
;he Galling guns of lire command wore being 
Drought into requisition caused a panic, and 
.he mob fle'd precipitately for several squares, 
;he military meanwhile keeping up tire fusilade. 
The Hotel's,' however, were soon ieassured,and 
as Ihousa'nds were flocking to their assistance; 
they returned to the attack, but finding il difli- 
cull to distodge the military from the building 
:hey resolved to burn them out. 
An order to 


this effect was issued, aud it was carried into 
execution with alacrity by Hie rioters. In con- 
sequence of Hie blockade which had existed for 
wo days, the sidings iu the outer depot yards, 
as well as those exiending"eastward some three 
or four1 miles, were' crow'ded with freight cars 
illed with grain, produce, and merchandise of 
all kinds, besides which a number of ladeued 
til, coke, and coal cars were piled up in mass. 
While a portion of the mob surrounded the 
milding in which the military had taken refuge, 
arge bodies proceeded to set fire to the oil cars, 
and in a moment the huge volumes of black 
smoke which rolled upward, followed by lurid 
flames reaching out in every direction, told that 
the work of rtestrucLion had commenced, 


The sight of the flaiues seemed to craze the 


'ioters, some of whom rushed about wilh torches 
ri their hands, applying them to the cars indis- 
criminately. 
An alarm was sounded, and the 


lepartment promptly responded, but the riot- 
erg, who had complete control ot the city, re-. 
fused to permit them lo make any effort to ex- 
inguish Hie llames. They said they were de- 
ermiiied lo destroy'the railroad company's 
iroperty, but would do no injury to that belong- 
nglo private citizens, and they kept their word. 
Vhen a lumber pile belonging to a citizen look 
re the rioters themselves turned in and helped 
,o extinguish, the .flames and remove the lumber 
M a safe place. Trajn rafter train was.fired by 
lie infuriated crowd, but the train waa so far 
istaut from the ion nil house that the heat did 


iot seriously aflectthe military1, although thalf 
msitlon was one of peril. Finally a largo party 
if strikers captiiieda car filled with coke, which 
hey run from the Allegheny Valley Railway 
rack to a siding connecting with the Pennsyl- 
ania Itallroad. 
They then procured large 


.uautilics of pelrolaum, and, pouring il over 
he cok,!, Ignited the materials. 
In a vary few 


ninnies tlm car was a mass of fire, anil it, was 
lieu pushed along tlitt tracks and forced against 
llie round house. 


The building was soon Igoilotl, anil the sol- 


diers were now compelled' to,prepare to light 
heir way out through the frenzied muss of hu- 
uauity clamoring for their blood. The build- 
ng did not binu as rapidly as desired, and the 
nob, beui on revenge, rushed up the road and 
sent, burning trains Inward the doomed btnld- 
ngs. 
From"midnight until •") o'clock this niorn- 


ug the main eiforts of Ihe crowd were directed 
,o firing the buildings arrd ours; but half an 
lour later the intib which luid been,besieging 
.lib military left for some unexplained reason. 
This alfordeil the troops, who were in actual 
danger of being roasted alive an opportunity to 
emerge from the building, a: d they succeeded 
ti reaching Liberty stiwl in a very few mo- 
nents. 
They ouicklv formed a line and 


marched up to Thirty-third street, and thence 
:o Penn avenue and Butler street. Their ob- 
iective point was the United Stales Arsenal, 
where Iliev expected lo obtain shelter. While 
turning into Uutler street, however, the leaders 
Iiad discovered their retreat, and fully one thous- 
and rioters, armed aud supplied with ammuni- 
tion, followed in pursuit. Some of the tioops 
fired at citizens, either accidentally or intention- 
ally, as they were moving along, and this added 
fury to the cry for revenge. 


At tho arsenal tho commamlant refused to 


admil the soldiers. 
He had only ten men, and 


would be powerless to hold the place if the moli 
should ulluck it. 
He consented to Hike cam of 


the wounded, andlhey were accordingly carried 
into the hospital. The main body of the trnujis 
continued their inarch on fjiiller street, a I'usil- 
aile being kept up on them by the mob as they 
moved forward. The shots lired killed one of 
the soldiers before they reached the arsenul, 
and nearly opposite Ihe cemetery gale, fully a 
mile above Ihe arsenal, two olhers were killed 
and left, lyingon tbesidewalk. They continued 
their flight and crossed ovnr to the north side of 
tlio Allegheny river, on the Sliarpsburg bridge 
the mob following them us rapidly as possible. 


After reaching the north side, the troops 


scattered, and in '.bis way the mob was divided 
into very small bodies. In Ihe meantime- the 
city was in A state of anarchy, and Lhoiisands 
who had not joined in the pursuit of the tleeiri 
troops gathered about tho burning building 
and trains and assisted in spreading the flames 
wherever they had not heretofore been applied. 
liy 7 o'clock the lire extended from Milville sta- 
tion to Twentieth street, and enveloped hun- 
dreds of cars, the extensive machine shops, two 
round houses, the depots and office of the Unioi 
Transfer Company, blacksmiths shops, store- 
houses, and numerous other buildings, making 
up the terminal facilities of this mammoth cor- 
poration. 
In the round houses Uere 125 h'rsl- 


class locomotives, which hud been housed in 
consequence of the strike, and these were tolally 
destroyed. But even the immense loss which 
will be sustained in this item is but a trifle in 
the aggregate mischief done. 


The scenes transpiring on Liberty street 


along the lino of which the trucks of the-railroad 
run simply beggar description. While hundreds 
were engaged in firing the cars and m.'iking 
certain ofthe dostniclion of the valuable build- 
ings at tbe outer depot, thousands of men 
women, and children, engaged in pillaging Ihr 
cars. 
Men armed with heavy sledges would 


break open Ihe card, and then the contonls 
would he Ihrown out aud carried off by those 
persons laborina to curry cifl the plunder they 
had gathered together. 
In hundreds of in- 


stances wagons were pressed into service In em:- 
ble thieves loget away wilh their'goods. Mayor 
McCarthy, early in the Jay, endeavored lo stop 
the pillage, bill the handful of men at his com- 
mand were unable to control the crowd, who 
were desperate in their anxiety lo secure the 
goods. 
The pillage was checked, but the mob 


fired Ihe cars, and then proceeded with the 


wliold territory between Seventh avenue ami ' 
Mill Vale station, a distance of throe miles, wns 
a mass of flames, tlm railroad company's prop- j 
city being all between the south side of Liberty > 
and the UlulT Hill, extending from Seventh 
avnnuo to Mill Vale. 
The small houses cm I lie 


hillside, although badly scorched, wore not de- 
stroyed. The railroad buildings destroyed were 
as follows: Two round houses, one machine ' 
shop, Superiutrtident's olliee, .car repair shop, j 
blacksmith shop, throe or four oil houses, tho ' 
Union transfer depot and ollicos, despatchiT's i 
olliee, powder house, the Union Depot Hotel,; 
the Pun Handle Railroad engine house, goiiend 
oflices, and freighl oilices, and the freight depot i 
of Iho Adams Express Company.

walk, using her feel as the propelling power; 
here a man pushing a wheelbarrow loaded with 
white lead. Boys hurried through (lie crowd 
wilh largo-sized family Bibles as their shaie of 
the plunder, while scores of females utilized 
aprons and dresses to carry Hour, eggs, dry 
gooJs, &c. 
Bundles of umbrellas, fancy para- 


sols, barns, bacon, leaf laid, calico, blankets, 
laces and Hour were mixed together iu the 
arms of robust men, or carried on hastily con- 
structed hand b;> rrows. 


At 11 o'clock in the nn>rnin<' it became an- 
tne mou, aim <i numuci ut cn,i/.c,i3 iiuniiru') 
pi'oposed notices calling a m.iss nie.cting of citi- 
zeusal at the old City Hall to take measures to 
prevent further dosttiiclion of property. 
Tho 


meeting was held ut noon, and u large number 
of leading citizens rt-spnude 1 to Ihe call. 
It 


was decided to appoint a committee, consisting 
of Bishop Twigg of llie Catholic Church, James 
Parke, Jr., DrC E. Donelly. J.imes I. Bennett, 
arid Dr. S. Scovel. pastoi of the First Presbyte- 
rian Church, to have a conference with the 
rioters, while another committee was appointed 
lo wait on the railroad authorities to .'weituin 
what course they intended to pursue, or lo 
suggesl acoinproruise that would put an end to 
the disorder which existed. 
The meeting then \ 


adjourned lo meet again til 4 o'clock iu Hie 
afternoon. 
The committee to wait on the 


rioters failed to induce them to refiain from 
further destruction of property, and the rail- 
road authorities could not be found. From 
the time the military fled up to :', o'clock in the 
afternoon no effort had been made to check the 
riot other lhan the meeting referred lo. 
The 


mob worked very quietly, and il, was a notice- 
able fact that few of the railroad employees 
were engaged iu the work of destruction. Here 
and there a man who had been discharged 
might, be seen leading a crowd, bul generally 
the ringleaders were men who iiad never' been 
employed on any railroad. Many half-grown 
boys were foreruoit in the work of destinction, 
anrl vied with the older ones in their effotts. 
The operations were carried on very quietly, 
and the mullitude of men, women and children 
who filled ttie slreets and occupied positions on 
the hillside south of the railroad, looked on 
with astonishment while the destruction of 
properly continued. 


Al 3:30 P. M. a burning car was run down 


the grade under sheds surrounding the Union 
Depot. Up to this time it was hoped that the 
building would escape, but the mass of pine 
lumber used in shedding over the tracks was 
soon a sea of flame. 
While llie fire was raging 


here llie mob pillaged the freight depot of the 
Pittsburgh, Cincinnati and St. Louis Kailroad, 
which is in close vicinity. Boxes of fieiglit re- 
ceived for shipment were broken open and val- 
uable contents carried ofl. 
After plundering 


the depot for an hour, and when flour, bains, 
and all kinds of provisions had been carried 
away, the torch was applied, and soon the vast 
depot and the company's genera! oflices adjoin- 
ing were a mass of flames. The Union Depot 
was a large four-story building. 
It, had a front- 


age on Liberty street of about 70 feet, and ex- 
tende'd back about 200 feet. The lower Hoor 
was used as waiting rooms, ticket oflices, and 
thci company's oflices. 
The upper floor was 


occupied by the Keystone Hotel Company, and 
was one of the first houses iu ihe city. 
The 


whole building was of modern style of architec- 
ture, and was considered one of the best ar- 
ranged depots in llie country, and was finished 
aboul seven years since. In Ihe rear of Ihe de- 
pol, and extending back 500 fest were lines of 
neat, pine sheds, covering dirTerenl tracks lo 
prolect passengers from tlie weather. 
It was 


under Ihese the burning car was run. 
The 


freight depot of the Pittsburgh and Si. Louis 
Railroad was a large shed buill fronting on 
Grant street, and extending from Washington 
street lo Seventh avenue. 
The company's gen- 


eral offices were in a four-stoiy brick building 
froniing on Sevenlh avenue. 
These were lo- 


tally deslroyed, as was also the depol of the 
Adams Express 'Company, located on Grant 
street. The books and valuable papers had 
been removed from the Union Depot offices, as 
well as from the outer buildings before the fire 
reached' them. Tbe fire Department of the city 
continued on duty from the time of the first 
alarm, but weie not allowed to throw any water 
on or make any effort to save lhi> property of 
the railroad company. They consequently di- 
rected tlieir efforts to savins the private property 
on the north side of Liberty street. In this 
they were mainly successful, though six dwel- 
lings and a sash factory located near tbe round 
houses were destroyed early in the day. 


When the Union Depot was fired, followed 


by the Pan Handle oflices, a panic seized tho 
citizens, who had up to this time calmly folded 
their arms and looked, on. It was feared that 
the conflagration would sweep tho enlire por- 
tion of the oily south of the 'Pan Handle Kail- 
road tracks, as many of the buildings wen; 
small frames as dry as tinder. At this juncture 
the fire department of Allegheny which had 
been held in readiness in ease of an outbreak 
on that side of the river, was summoned to as- 
sist in stuying tbe progress of the flames. ' 


The Fan Handle Railroad building was tlio 


last one in the line, and the Allegheny Fire De- 
partment was placed on Seventh avenue to 
check the progress of tlie flames In that direc- 
tion. When this last building was fired, the

Those who are 
subject to attacks of giddiness or faintncss, and 
those who suffer from palpitation or other sense 
of discomfort at the hestt, should not bathe 
without first consulting their medical adviser."
